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The All-American Conference includes some 50 national 
organizations. Its purpose is to provide leaders of these 
organizations and other Americans with accurate, up-to-date 
information on the aims and programs of the World Com- 
munist Movement which seeks to undermine and destroy 
free institutions which these organizations support. 

One AAC activity is distribution of FREEDOM’S 
FACTS, which quotes from Communist sources, to give 
citizens a clearer understanding of current Communist 
objectives and tactics. Only when Americans know of 
Communist plans before they become fully operative can 
they recognize and defeat them. 


MOSCOW COUNTDOWN 
A NEW INVASION OF CUBA? Moscow, Peiping and 


Havana propagandists are predicting a new wave of sabotage 
inside Castro’s Cuba leading to an invasion launched from 


Guatemala, Nicaragua, the Dominican Republic and the U. S. 


Naval Base at Guantanamo. This kind of propaganda from 
Communist sources indicates growing fears of Cuban Reds. 
They expect that hostility of Cubans inside and outside of 
Cuba toward the Communist regime to flare into open conflict. 

REFUGEES CONTINUE TO FLEE from Communist mled 
lands. More than thirty were killed and 100 captured recently 
trying to escape from Communist China. A trainload of East 
Germans, oppressed by lack of food and government restrictions, 
made it into West Berlin a few weeks ago. Such refugees are 
a symptom of the continuing dissatisfaction and unrest inside 
the Communist-run ‘‘paradises.”’ 

THE WORLD COMMUNIST MOVEMENT needs more than 
one guiding center. This idea, expressed by Italian Communist 
Chieftan, is called “polycentrism.”” Calls for ‘‘polycentrism’’ 
came in 1956 just prior to the Hungarian and Polish revolts. 
Such ideas — violently opposed by Moscow — disclose a desire 
of national Communist leaders to break away from Moscow 
dictatorship. The split between Moscow and Peiping is en- 
couraging a revival of a ‘‘go it alone’’ feeling among some non - 
Russian Communist leaders. This could be a prelude to new 
revolts a la Hungary. 
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ROUND-UP STORY 


DID REDS GAIN 
OR LOSE IN 1961? 


The year just ending has.been one of consolidation, of 
maneuver, and of internal problems for the Communists. 

They brought world tensions to the boiling point over West 
Berlin, but succeeded only in hardening the Western opposi- 
tion to Communist demands. 

At year’s end they were “‘softening’’ some of their poli- 
cies to disarm the West, and lay the groundwork for a new 
assault in 1962. 

During the year, the fight between Moscow and Peiping 
flared into the open. Albania openly defied Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev. A few other Communist leaders, such as 
Palmiro Togliatti, of Italy, called for more national Communist 
independence from Moscow. 

Despite these internal problems, however, Communists 
inched ahead in Laos and Cambodia, and began to penetrate 
into South Vietnam. They consolidated power in Castro’s 
Cuba and extended their operations in Brazil, Ecuador, Co- 
lombia, and other countries of Latin America. 


Pressure on Finland 


Moscow put special pressure on neighboring Finland, 
causing a change in the Finnish government and driving 
other Scandanavian countries toward closer cooperation with 
NATO. 

Communists put pressure on Iran, South Korea, Ghana, 
Guinea and the Congo, and played a part in the revolt breaking 
Syria away from the United Arab Republic. 

In the United States, Communists were ordered to register 
but chose to go farther underground. 

On balance, the results of the struggle between Com- 
munists and free peoples was inconclusive during 1961. An- 
nouncements by Communists in Moscow and throughout the 
world, however, disclose plans for new advances in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America during 1962. 

Some of these plans for 1962 are reported elsewhere in 
this issue of ‘‘Freedom’s Facts.” 


WHAT’S AHEAD FOR YOUTH? 


What do you see when you look at a young boy or girl? 
You probably see a person who has a full life ahead. 

You expect him or her to become a useful member of free 
society. He or she may rise to some high position, perhaps 
even become President of the United States. 

Young people — as seen by Communists — look far different 
from the picture you have of them. 

Communists see young people entering upon life which 
offers them new problems and experiences and issues. Com- 
munists analyze these problems and issues. They determine

young peoples’ moods and feelings. Then, they devise new 
solutions which will seem plausible and which are designed to 
lead the young people along the road to Communism. 

All of this is explained by the Central Committee of the 
Italian Communist Party in “‘World Marxist Review’’ (November 
1961). Since the Communist movement is world-wide, we can 
expect the approach in the United States to be just the same. 
The Italian Communists operate more openly. That’s the main 
difference. 

What do the Italian Reds do? 

They work with youth directly and through their Communist 
youth organization, called the Communist Youth Federation. 


Seek “United Youth Movement’ 

They seek to form a “‘united youth movement against the 
existing economic and political structures and for socialism.’’ 

They fight for ‘‘the demands of young workers, peasants 
and students.”” This means higher wages, shorter working 
hours, vocational training, the right to work, guaranteed employ- 
ment, the right to education for all. 

Communists fight for these goals, not to achieve them in a 
free society, but to gain power over the young people who want 
to gain these objectives. 

As the Italian Communists explain, “‘By pursuing the 
policy of youth unity, we are striking hard at the ruling class, 
at its ideology and propaganda, at anti-communism...”’ 

Communist propaganda, says the Italian Party, consists of 
“disseminating Marxism-Leninism, popularizing the progress 
made by the socialist world, and explaining to the youth that 
Italy can and must take the socialist road.’’ 

The challenge is obvious, and so is the response. Com- 
munists in Italy report that their biggest obstacle to organizing 
many youth on their side as they would like is young peoples’ 
membership in church youth organizations. Expanding youth 
membership in all sound church, civic, and youth organizations 
and activities comes at the top of the list in the drive to combat 
Communism in every country of the world. 


THE PROPAGANDA APPROACH 


Leonid Brezhnev, Chairman of the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet, of the Soviet Union, is a seasoned propagandist. 

When he visits a country, he tries to spread Communism. 
This is just what he tried to do when he visited the newly- 
independent country of Sudan in Africa late last month. 

He flew into Port Sudan on a special plane with Sudan’s 
President Ibrahim Abboud. This assured him of a big welcome 
from the people of Port Sudan. 

He was welcomed by citizens shouting “‘long live the 
great revolution and its triumphant leader.’”? The shouts 
obviously were meant for President Abboud, but news reports 
of the event indicate they were for Chairman Brezhnev. 

When Brezhnev spoke, he gave more than the usual diplo- 
matic pleasantries. He spent 40 minutes telling the Sudanese 
people of the accomplishments the Soviet Union has made 
during 40 years under socialism. 

He went on to paint an attractive picture of the world the 
Communists now claim they are starting to build — a world of 
free rent, no taxes, abundance for all under a principle of 
“‘from each according to his ability, to each according to his 
need.” 


Brezhnev wound up by wishing the Sudanese people ‘‘fresh 


victories’’ in the struggle for peace and for economic and 
cultural construction in the Sudan. 


This is not the kind of approach the average or even 
above-average American diplomat would make. Yet, Brezhnev 
did it for a purpose. That purpose was to excite Sudanese 
interest in the Soviet Union, the accomplishments it claims, 
and the benefits Sudanese could expect from following Soviet 
leadership. 

Brezhnev wrapped up his talk very neatly by telling the 
Sudanese how the Soviet Union supports the liberation of 
colonial areas and urging that the fine Soviet-Sudanese rela- 
tions be made a model for Soviet-African cooperation. 

Reports of the talk and Brezhnev’s reception are going all 
over Africa, winning friends for the Soviet Union. This is how 
a propagandist operates. Some Washington observers are start- 
ing to think we should start to think in these terms, too. 


AS THE REDS 
GO UNDERGROUND 


It’s becoming tougher every day to identify a member of the 
Communist Party, USA. 

Many who openly proclaimed their Communist activities 
have slipped from public sight. Those who operated secretly 
have gone further underground. 

These are the immediate results of the Government action 
ordering the Communist Party, USA, and individual Communist 
Party members to register with the U.S. Attorney General. 

The F.B.I. reports that the Party has cut down the number 
of its officers, eliminated dues payments in some areas, and 
reduced the frequency of local meetings. 

In one area, members have been instructed to destroy all 
membership and financial records; in another area, a regional 
Party organization appears to have been dissolved. 


Reds Influence By Indirect Means 


None of these actions, of course, means that Communist 
influence has been destroyed. From now on, Communists will 
operate in greater secrecy. They’ll seek their objectives even 
more than before through front groups. They will try to continue 
to influence American affairs by advancing behind a shield of 
witting or unwitting non-Communists. 

As a result of these actions by Communists, the anti- 
Communist struggle is shifting from attempts to identify and 
isolate individuals to a broader fight on the basis of issues. 

Success in this kind of struggle requires more up-to-date 
information on the Communist Party line, on the issues and 
arguments Communists are using to advance their cause, and on 
means for defeating Communist campaigns. 

What can you do? Read more background and more current 
publications on Communist intentions, strategies and tactics; 
hold discussions; when in doubt on what action to take, con- 
sult responsible authorities in the field. 


ECUADOR AND BRAZIL 
NEW RED TARGETS 
IN LATIN AMERICA 


While the attention of Americans is shifting back and 
forth between Berlin and South Vietnam, Communists are step- 
ping up their revolutionaty activities in key Latin American 
countries. 

During the past six weeks, Communists have forecast the 
following: 

* Dictatorship or civil war in Ecuador, 

* A new “‘liberation front’? which will defeat ‘‘imperial- 
ism, the oligarcy, and big capital’’ in Peru, 

* Revolution in the Dominican Republic, and

* A Cuban-type Communist victory in Latin America’s 
largest country — Brazil. 

Rodney Arismendi, First Secretary of the Communist 
Party of Uruguay, tells just how Communists expect to make 
these gains despite the Monroe Doctrine, and the Organization 
of American States. 


Steps of Conquest 

In “‘World Marxist Review’’ (November 1961), Arismendi 
outlines these steps on the road to Communist victory: 

1. Call for a mass struggle to gain economic and political 
independence. The enemy in this call is the United States in 
general, and “‘U.S. monopolies’’ in particular. The means or 
weapons used in this stage are propaganda, agitation, and 
demonstrations. Imaginary injustices caused by U.S. com- 
panies operating in Latin countries, and against unpopular 
U.S. foreign policies. 

2. Organize a united front against ‘‘imperialism’’ and 
“the monopolies”’. Gain the active participation of workers, 
peasants, the middle class, and intellectuals in the united 
front. The front’s real purpose is to undermine and topple the 
existing non-Communist government. 

People join the united front because: 

a. They believe they will make themselves richer if they 
seize the property of wealthy property and factory owners. 

b. National pride forces them to oppose anything they are 
told is domination from outside. 

c. Disgust with local conditions and the feeling that any 
change will improve things. 

d. Misplaced idealism leads them to support what they are 
told is a system that is building a society of complete social 
and economic justice. 

e. They believe they can gain power for themselves by 
overthrowing the existing government. 


Continuous Attack 


Throughout the entire campaign to incite the public against 
the present government in each country the Communists drum 
in the idea that ‘‘Capitalism is the road of suffering for the 
people. Socialism is the road to freedom and happiness for the 
peoples.” 

In carrying this program forward, Arismendi says, Latin 
Communists count upon moral and economic aid from the Soviet 
Union, and the example of Cuba. Fidel Castro has proved that 
the United States cannot ‘‘export counter-revolution’’; in other 
words, that the U.S. can neither stop Communist revolution nor 
reverse it once it has gained power. 

Arismendi’s outline covers the method of conquest approved 
by Moscow. Other Latin Communists follow the Red Chinese 
technique of: 

1. Organizing the poorest peasants into guerrilla forces. 

2. Waging guerrilla warfare against the government in 
power. 

3. Gaining the support, or, at least, the possible accept- 
ance of workers and middle class people in the cities for a 
Communist victory. 

4. Using propaganda, agitation, guerrilla warfare, threat, 
and negotiation to undermine and break the spirit of the govern- 
ment. 

Both types of campaigns are now underway in many coun- 
tries of Latin America. In some cases, the Communist drive 
toward conquest uses parts of both. 

A serious question facing the United States is this: will 
the Communists succeed in Latin America? The answer must 
be in the form of two other questions: Are we doing the right 


things to defeat these Communist drives for power? If we are 
doing the right things, are we doing enough? 


What We Can Do 


Here are suggestions of some things we have not yet done? 

1. Adopt an official government policy for the defeat of 
Communism and the victory of freedom. This is proposed as an 
answer to the communist policy, in the words of Arismendi of 
speeding ‘‘the world-wide victory of the socialist revolution.” 

2. Expand and improve a public relations effort to project 
favorable images of the United States and U.S. firms to the 
people of Latin America. 

3. Spend more effort on educating Latin Americans on 
how they can improve their own situation by their own effort 
and less on merely feeding the poor. 

Whether or not these or any other suggestions warrant 
action is up to the American people. One fact is clear: Com- 
munists are working to conquer all of Latin America just as 
they conquered Cuba. Unless free peoples here and in Latin 


America do more than they did in Cuba, Communists can expect 
to win. 


WHY COMMUNISTS OPPOSE 
FALLOUT SHELTERS 
IN THE UNITED STATES 


In an apparent contrast to their propaganda line a few 
months ago, Communists are now urging Americans to ‘“‘shun 
the shelter hoax.” 

The shelters involved are nuclear fallout shelters. The 
U.S. Federal government is now making surveys of available 
community shelter areas. In addition, individual citizens are 
being urged to build shelters for themselves. 

Such action follow naturally upon the heels of the extensive 
nuclear fallout propaganda over the past few years. We have 
been told how tragically deadly nuclear fallout can be. 

The Communist Party encouraged this propaganda, their 
motivation was obvious. They wanted to make the American 
public so fearful of the possibility of a ‘‘nuclear holocaust”’ 
that our Government would surrender bit-by-bit to Communist 
demands in order to avoid the promised destruction. 

Now the Party is supporting the line that construction of 
fallout shelters will increase the likelihood of war. The 
Party’s motivation for attacking the fallout shelter program 
again is obvious. Party leaders figure that if the American 
people build shelters, they will be less fearful of Soviet threats 
of nuclear war and our opposition to Communist demands in 
Europe, Asia and elsewhere will be stronger. Such are the 
reasons for the Communist involvement in this issue. Many 
other people are taking sides for and against fallout shelters 
for a variety of reasons. 

‘*Freedom’s Facts’’ can report, however, that after analysis 
of all available Communist Party material on the subject, that 
the Communists want to see the shelter program fail in the 
United States for one reason: they believe the lack of shelters 
here will weaken the United States’ bargaining position in 
world affairs. 


STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


A NEW COMMUNIST PARTY MEMBER? While most U.S. 
Reds were digging deeper into the underground, W.E.B. DuBois 
wrote a letter dated October 1, 1961 and (published in the 
‘Worker’, Nov. 26) applying for membership in the Communist 
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STRAWS IN THE WIND (Cont. from page 3) 


Party, USA. In his letter Dr. DuBois said he had joined the 
Socialist Party in 1911, began to study Karl Marx, began visit- 
ing Communist countries in 1926, and, after resting a month in 
Romania this summer, decided to join the Communist Party. 
“‘Freedom’s Facts’’, June 1954, reported Dr. DuBois as stating 
that Russia and China were the first two great revolutions ‘‘of 
the East’”’ and that the third great revolution would be in Africa. 
His public application to join the Communist Party, USA, at 
this time, seems a bit odd. Postscript: the Party accepted 
him. 

A PROPAGANDA OFFENSIVE is now underway to per- 
suade the world that the United States is going all-out ‘‘to 
drown the liberation movement (in South Vietnam) in blood.’’ 
The aim of the campaign is to win the backing of ‘‘all peace- 
loving people’’ and to pressure the United States into withhold- 
ing aid needed to save South Vietnam from Communist conquest. 

A SOVIET-SWISS FRIENDSHIP SOCIETY has been formed. 
The Swiss report that some 300 people attended the founding 
ceremonies in Moscow, November 24. It is the 37th such all- 
Soviet society formed so far to foster “‘cultural relations be- 
tween the Soviet Union and foreign countries.’”? The Society 
has 71 members from all classes of Soviet society — an ideal 
set-up for making direct contacts with opposite numbers in 
Switzerland. The Society has no Swiss members. 

A NEW COMMUNIST PARTY. This one has just been 
formed in Basutoland, South Africa. The new Red Party says 
it will try to form a united front with the Basuto Congress 
Party to fight for an independent Basutoland. 

WHAT HAPPENED IN SYRIA? Khaled Bakdash, founder 
of the Syrian Communist Party, says that Syria’s union with 
Egypt was overthrown by a nation front which included the 
Communists. The movement was led by conservative, cap- 
italists, says Bakdash, but Communists are working now for 
nationalization of more industry, unity of the country against 
imperialism and for closer ties with the Soviet Union. 


FREEDOM'S FACTS FORECASTS 


In April 1961 ‘‘Freedom’s Facts’? foreshadowed a civil 
war in the Congo in which Communist would try to use UN 
troops to achieve Red aims. ‘“‘FF’’ stated, ‘‘One late 
shift may be an attempt by Gizenga to form a united front 
with U.N. troops which could be directed against Kasavubu 
et al.”” The “‘et al’? meant others, including Tshombe of 
Katanga, which Communists wish to defeat. 

“‘FF”’ reported further in September 1961, that Com- 
munists then were trying to use the U.N. actively to 
promote such Moscow aims as Soviet-style disarmament, 
anti-colonialism, national liberation and the Soviet brand 
of peace. 

Some in Washington and London now interpret the use 
of U.N. troops against independent Katanga as a move 
aimed to aid the Communist ‘‘unity’’ drive rather than to 
strengthen friends of the free world.
